Home Depot Probes Possible Data Breach

NEW YORK (AP) — Home 
Depot may be the latest 
retailer to suffer a major 
credit card data breach. 
The Atlanta-based home 
improvement retailer told 
The Associated Press Tues¬ 
day that it is working with 
both banks and law en¬ 
forcement to investigate 


“unusual activity" that 
would point to a hack. 
“Protecting our customers’ 
information is something 
we take extremely seri¬ 
ously, and we are aggres¬ 
sively gathering facts at this 
point while working to pro¬ 
tect customers," said Paula 
Drake, a spokeswoman at 
Home Depot, declining to 
elaborate. She said the re¬ 


tailer would notify custom¬ 
ers immediately if it con¬ 
firms a breach. 

Shares of Home Depot Inc. 
fell $1.88, or 2 percent, to 
close at $91.15. 

Hackers have broken secu¬ 
rity walls for many retailers 
in recent months, including 
Target, grocery store chain 
Supervalu, P.F. Chang’s 
and the thrift store opera¬ 


tions of Goodwill. The rash 
of breaches has rattled 
shoppers’ confidence in 
the security of their person¬ 
al data and pushed retail¬ 
ers, banks and card com¬ 
panies to increase security 
by speeding the adoption 
of microchips into U.S. 
credit and debit cards. 
Supports say chip cards 
are safer, because unlike 


magnetic strip cards that 
transfer a credit card num¬ 
ber when they are swiped 
at a point-of-sale terminal, 
chip cards use a one-time 
code that moves between 
the chip and the retailer’s 
register. The result is a trans¬ 
fer of data that is useless to 
anyone except the parties 
involved.

strikes on the Islamic State. 
In the video distributed 
Tuesday and titled “A Sec¬ 
ond Message to America," 
Sotloff appears in a similar 
jumpsuit before he is ap¬ 
parently beheaded by 
a fighter with the Islamic 
State, the extremist group 
that has conquered wide 
swaths of territory across 
Syria and Iraq and de¬ 
clared itself a caliphate. 

In the video, the organiza¬ 
tion threatens to kill anoth¬

Psaki said it is believed that 
“a few” Americans are still 
being held by the Islamic 
State. Psaki would not give 
any specifics, but one is a

Calais might close port to stop migrants 

PARIS (AP) — The mayor of Calais is considering closing 
the French city’s lucrative port if Brifain doesn’t make a 
“strong gesture" to control a growing tide of migranfs 
trying to sneak across the English Channel. Natacha 
Bouchart’s threat Tuesday comes amid mounting ten¬ 
sions in Calais and a Europe-wide debate over how 
to cope with rising immigration. Calais is the stepping 
stone for migrants from poor countries in the Mideast, 
Asia and Africa who are trying to reach Britain, which 
they see as an Eldorado. Many believe that Britain will 
provide them easier access to residency and prosper¬ 
ity than other European countries. Bouchart told re¬ 
porters in Paris that the migrants are draining the cof¬ 
fers of Calais and making life difficulf for residents. □ 

Mexico raids drug cartel training camps 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexican police and military per¬ 
sonnel raided a training camp that was apparently 
used by a drug cartel for recruits in the Gulf coast state 
of Veracruz. The Veracruz stafe governmenf said fhis 
week that three drug gang suspects were killed in the 
weekend raid and 33 suspected gang members were 
arrested. Bullet-proof vests and training equipment 
were found at the scene. The government said several 
police officers from fhe nearby town of Aculfzingo are 
suspected of having profecfed the gang, and have 
not reported for duty. The government did not iden¬ 
tify the cartel, but local media reported the camp 
was used by the hyper-violent Zetas cartel, which was 
founded by army deserters and favors milifary-style 
gear and facfics. □ 

Scottish opinion poll knocks the pound 

LONDON (AP) — The Brifish pound slipped sharply after 
an opinion poll showed that those advocating Scottish 
independence from fhe Unifed Kingdom have gained 
ground, a little more than two weeks before fhe vote. 
A YouGov poll released Tuesday showed support for 
Scottish independence running at 47 percent. As a 
result, the ‘no’ camp — those supporting the continu¬ 
ation of fhe union wifh England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland — only has a 6 percent lead in the poll. That 
represents a significant narrowing in the ‘no’ lead. Less 
than a month ago, the equivalent poll lead was over 
20 points. 

The economic impact of a vote in favor of indepen¬ 
dence remains difficult to quantify as many aspecfs 
remain unclear, such as whefher Scotland would be 
able to use the pound as its currency. □ 

Turks & Caicos police detain 82 Haitians 

PROVIDENCIALES, Turks & Caicos Islands (AP) — Au¬ 
thorities in the Turks & Caicos Islands intercepted a 
boat this week with 82 Haitian migrants as it passed 
through the British Caribbean chain’s waters. The gov¬ 
ernment said marine police seized the overloaded 
sloop Monday and brought it safely to port. The boat 
was taking on water when it was intercepted, they 
said. The 60 men and 22 women were handed over 
to immigration officials af a defention cenfer. The Hai¬ 
tians are expected to be returned to their impover¬ 
ished homeland later this week. On Monday, the Turks 
& Caicos minister in charge of border control called 
on the Haitian government to do a better job dissuad¬ 
ing or stopping migrants from affempting fhe often- 
perilous sea voyages. □

Detroit: Historic 
bankruptcy trial 
gets underway

DETROIT (AP) — Opening 
statements in Detroit’s his¬ 
toric bankruptcy trial be¬ 
gan Tuesday afternoon in 
federal court, where law¬ 
yers for the city will attempt 
to convince a judge that 
its plans to wipe out billions 
of dollars in debt should be 
approved. 

Attorney Bruce Bennett, 
who is representing the 
city, went first during open¬ 
ing statements in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court, saying though 
progress has been mode, 
“the city is still in distress.” 
He also said the plan gives 
creditors oil of value that 
the city can provide. 

“All the revenue sources 
creditors con reach and 
are permitted to reach are 
exhausted,” Bennett told 
Judge Steven Rhodes. 

The trial in U.S. District Court 
comes o little more than 
13 months otter Detroit 
became the largest U.S. 
city to file for bankruptcy. 
Detroit expects to cut $12 
billion in unsecured debt to 
about $5 billion, according 
to Bill Nowling, o spokes¬ 
man for state-appointed 
emergency manager Kev- 
yn Crr, who has been in 
charge of the city’s financ¬ 
es since March 2013. 

Most creditors, including 
more than 30,000 retirees 
and city employees, hove 
endorsed the plan of ad¬ 
justment put together by 
Crr, who guided Chrysler 
through its bankruptcy, 
and his restructuring team.

security. Krebs said multiple 
bonks reported “evidence 
that Home Depot stores 
may be the source of a 
massive new botch of sfo- 
len credif and debit cords” 
that went on sole on the 
block market earlier Tues¬ 
day. 


Krebs reported that it’s 
not clear how many stores 
were affected but prelimi¬ 
nary analysis indicates the 
breach may hove affect¬ 
ed oil 2,200 Home Depot 
stores in the U.S. Several 
bonks that were contact¬ 
ed said they believe the 


breach may hove started 
in late April or early May. 

“If that is accurate — and 
if even a majority of Home 
Depot stores were com¬ 
promised — this breach 
could be many times larg¬ 
er than Target, which hod 
40 million credit and debit 
cords stolen over o three- 


week period,” said the 
Krebs post. 

Krebs said that the party 
responsible for fhe breach 
may be the some group 
of Russian and Ukrainian 
hackers suspected in the 
Target breach late last 
year. Krebs also broke the 


news of Target’s breach. 
Target Corp., based in Min¬ 
neapolis, is still trying to get 
beyond its massive breach 
that occurred late last year 
and hurt sales, profits and 
its reputation with custom¬ 
ers. It has been overhaul¬ 
ing its security department 
and systems and is accel¬ 


erating its $100 million plan 
to roll out chip-based cred¬ 
it card technology in all of 
its nearly 1,800 stores. 

New payment terminals 
will appear in stores by this 
month, six months ahead 
of schedule. In April, the 
retailer announced it 
teamed up with Master- 
Card to issue branded 
Target payment cards 
equipped with chip tech¬ 
nology by early in 2015. 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc., the 
world’s largest retailer, is 
also sending customers 
who have o store credit 
card a chip-enabled Mas¬ 
terCard, while its Sam’s 
Club division introduced a 
chip-enabled MasterCard 
in June. The company has 
chip-enabled check-out 
terminals in 4,600 stores, 
and terminals in the re¬ 
maining U.S stores will be 
activated before the end 
of the year. 

In a separate statement 
Tuesday, Goodwill said 
its customers’ credit and 
debit card numbers had 
been stolen at more than 
300 stores in 19 states and 
Washington, D.C. from 
February 2013 through 
Aug. 14. 

Goodwill blamed the se¬ 
curity lapse on on unidenti¬ 
fied contractor’s payment 
processing system. Reports 
about fraud linked to shop¬ 
pers’ cards have been 
“very limited,” Goodwill 
said. 

The company had said in 
July that it was investigat¬ 
ing the breach.Q

America’s roie in 
internationai affairs is iike- 
iy to be a key issue in the 
2016 contest regardless of 
the candidates. After con¬ 
secutive elections focused 
largely on the American 
economy, foreign affairs 
has returned to the fore¬ 
front with the rise of the Is¬ 
lamic State militant group 
in Syria and Iraq and the 
Russian-backed rebellion in 
Ukraine. 

Sen. Rand Paul, an eye 
doctor, recently returned 
from Guatemala, where 
he performed eye surgeries 
with news cameras in tow. 
Former Sen. Rick Santorum 
just returned from Israel; 
former Arkansas Gov. Mike 
Huckabee is there now. 
Two days after Christie re¬ 
turns from Mexico, Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry is expected 
to head to China and Ja¬ 
pan. 

So with New Jersey export¬ 
ing $2 billion worth of goods 
to Mexico, accounting for 
tens of thousands, Christie 
becomes the latest poten¬ 
tial presidential contender 
to cross the border on offi¬ 
cial business_and in pursuit 
of international expertise 
and credibility. 

“If you’re a national lead¬ 
er of fhe party and you 
go abroad and you meet 
other foreign leaders, you 
learn,” Christie, who also is 
chairman of the Republi¬ 
can Governors Association, 
told reporters.

He said the fence is buried 
8 inches (20 centimeters) 
deep into the ground, but 
the teens managed to pull 
up a weak portion and get 
out underneath.

Sales are 
predicted to grow 5.5 per¬ 
cent this year, the slowest 
pace since the financial 
crisis. The big discounts 
and other steps eventu¬ 
ally should help push sales 
above 17 million, most ex¬ 
perts say. But Honda Motor 
Co. U.S. sales chief John 
Mendel last week scold¬ 
ed competitors for using 
“short-term” tactics such as 
subprime loans, 72-month 
terms and increased sales 
to rental car companies to 
pad their sales. 

“We have no desire to go 
there,” said Mendel, whose 
company’s sales through 
July have fallen 1.3 per¬ 
cent, trailing the industry.

“We certainly believe that 
we hit what we were aim¬ 
ing at,” Kirby said during a 
news briefing. He said that 
the United States would 
“continue to use all the 
teals at our disposal” to 
“dismantle al-Shabab and 
ether terrarist groups.” 

One U.S. official in Nairobi 
said that “we're 80 percent 
sure” Godane was killed in 
the strike. Still, militants in 
places like Yemen and Pak¬ 


istan have been thought to 
be killed in drone strikes just 
like this one, only to resur¬ 
face weeks or months lat¬ 


er, crowing about having 
survived U.S. attempts to kill 
them. 

“There were no boots on 


the ground,” added the 
U.S. official, who also spoke 
on the condition of ano¬ 
nymity.

The hedge fund manager, 
Edward C.K. Chin, and his 
supporters said The Hong 
Kong Economic Journal’s 
decision was the latest 
blow to Hong Kong’s be¬ 
leaguered media free¬ 
doms, a criticism that 
the newspaper rejected. 


The dispute was another 
symptom of raw tempers 
in Hong Kong, where poli¬ 
tics, business and the news 
media have increasingly 
felt the gravitational pull of 
Beijing. 

Chin has been one of the 
financial sector’s promi¬ 
nent supporters of Oc¬ 
cupy Central With Love 
and Peace. That group 
said Sunday that it would 
stage peaceful protests in 
Central, the financial heart 
of Hong Kong, after China 
proposed electoral chang¬ 
es for the city that would 
doom activists’ demands 
for democracy. Chin has 
also used his regular col¬ 
umn in The Economic Jour¬ 
nal, a Chinese-language

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New report accuses Islamic 
State group of war crimes

BAGHDAD (AP) — An international rights group ac¬ 
cused the extremist Islamic State group on Tuesday 
of systematic “ethnic cleansing” in northern Iraq 
targeting indigenous religious minorities, as well as 
conducting mass killings of men and abducting 
women. 

In a new report, Amnesty International said militants 
abducted “hundreds, if not thousands" of women 
and girls of the Yazidi faith. The extremists also killed 
“hundreds” of Yazidi men and boys. Amnesty said. 
In at least one incident, the report said militants 
rounded up on trucks, took them to the edge of 
their village and shot them. 

The 26-page report adds to a growing body of evi¬ 
dence outlining the scope and extent of the Islamic 
State group’s atrocities since it began its sweep 
from Syria across neighboring Iraq in June. The mili¬ 
tants since have seized much of northern and west¬ 
ern Iraq, and have stretched to the outskirts of the 
Iraqi capital, Baghdad. 

On Monday, the United Nations’ top human rights 
body approved a request by Iraq to open an inves¬ 
tigation into suspected crimes committed by the Is¬ 
lamic State group against civilians. Its aim would be 
to provide the Human Rights Council with evidence 
on atrocities committed in Iraq, which could be 
used as part of any international war crimes pros¬ 
ecution. 

In its report. Amnesty detailed how the advance of 
Islamic State group fighters expelled an estimated 
830,000 people — mostly Shiites and those belong¬ 
ing to tiny religious minorities that barely exist outside 
of Iraq. They include Aramaic-speaking Christians, 
Yazidis, a faith that traces to ancient Mesopotamia, 
the Shabak, an offshoot of Islam, and Mandeans, a 
gnostic faith. 

Most fled as extremists neared their communities, 
fearing they’d be killed or forcibly converted to the 
group’s hard-line version of Islam. 

Thousands of Christians now live in schools and 
churches in northern Iraq. Yazidis crowd into a dis¬ 
placed persons camp and half-finished buildings. 
Shiites have mostly drifted to southern Iraq. 

The sudden displacement of the minority groups ap¬ 
pears to be the final blow to the continuity of those 
tiny communities in Iraq. Their numbers had been 
shrinking since the U.S.-led invasion of Iraq in 2003, 
which triggered extremist violence against them. 
“Minorities in Iraq have been targeted at different 
points in the past, but the Islamic State (group) has 
managed, in the space of a few weeks, to com¬ 
pletely wipe off of the map of Iraq, the religious and 
ethnic minorities from the area under their control,” 
said Donatella Rovera of Amnesty International.

Poll finds rising support for Hamas

JERUSALEM (AP) — The pop¬ 
ularity of the Hamas militant 
group among Palestinians 
in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip has spiked signif¬ 
icantly following the 50-day 
war with Israel, according 
to an opinion poll released 
Tuesday. 

The poll, conducted by 
the Palestinian Center for 
Policy and Survey Research 
and headed by leading 
Palestinian pollster Khalil 
Shikaki, indicates that 61 
percent of Palestinians 
would choose the Islamic 
militant group’s leader, Is¬ 
mail Haniyeh, for president 
if Palestinian presidential 
elections were held today. 
Only 32 percent would 
vote for current President 
Mahmoud Abbas, Hamas’ 
rival, the survey suggested. 
The support for Haniyeh 
marks a stark increase from 
a poll in June, conducted 
by the same pollster, which 
found only 41 percent of 
Palestinians backed the 
Hamas figure. At the time, 
Abbas had 53 percent sup¬ 
port. 

The poll also suggests a ma¬ 


jority of Palestinians — 72 
percent — support adopt¬ 
ing Hamas’ armed ap¬ 
proach in the West Bank. 
The research center said it 
is the first time in eight years 
that a majority of Palestin¬ 
ians has voiced such sup¬ 
port for the Hamas leader. 
But, it said, Hamas’ popu¬ 
larity might fall in coming 
months, as it did following 
previous Israel-Hamas con¬ 
flicts. 

Polling started on the last 
day of the war, on Aug. 26, 
and continued during the 
first four days of the cease¬ 
fire, the research center 
said. 

The poll said 79 percent 
of respondents believe 
Hamas won the war, and 
86 percent support the re¬ 
newal of rocket fire on Is¬ 
rael if a blockade on Gaza 
is not lifted, one of Hamas’ 
main demands. 

But 25 percent said armed 
groups in the Gaza Strip 
should give up their weap¬ 
ons after the blockade 
ends and elections are 
held. 

The latest poll, and the 
poll in June, both surveyed 


1,270 Palestinians and had 
a margin of error of 3 per¬ 
cent. 

Also Tuesday, Israeli Fi¬ 
nance Minister Yair Lapid 
criticized Israel’s expropria¬ 
tion of West Bank land an¬ 
nounced this week, calling 
for “a more reasoned ap¬ 
proach” in Israeli diploma¬ 
cy following Israel’s military 
operation in Gaza. 

The expropriation of about 
1,000 acres of West Bank 
land could help clear the 
way for new Jewish settle¬ 
ment construction. 

Lapid said such moves cre¬ 
ate “redundant arguments 
with the United States 
and the world” and criti¬ 
cized the timing of the an¬ 
nouncement following the 
Gaza war. Israel’s Justice 
Minister, Tzipi Livni, also criti¬ 
cized the move this week. 
Other leading Israeli Cabi¬ 
net ministers have criticized 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu’s conduct in 
the recently concluded 
war, with many saying he 
did not go far enough to 
neutralize Hamas’s fighting 
ability.

Nicaragua’s first lady and 
government spokeswom¬ 
an, Rosario Murillo, said 
continuing the effort would 
put more lives at risk. 

Murillo told the Chanel 4 
television station that “ex¬ 
perts hod to admit that 
any rescue was impossible 
because of the danger.” 
Originally, authorities hod 
said four miners remained 
fropped, buf workers of the 
wildcat mine said oil along 
that more men hod been 
in the mine when it partly 
collapsed on Thursday. 
Later Tuesday, Murillo said 
the government will pro¬ 
vide aid to seven families 
who hod gathered outside 
the mine in hopes their rel¬ 
atives would be rescued. 
At least 26 miners were 
originally trapped by the 
collapse of the El Comal 
gold and silver mine near 
Bonanza, about 260 miles 
(420 kilometers) northeast 
of Managua. 

Twenty-two were rescued 
olive. 

The exact number of miss¬ 
ing hod been unclear be¬ 
cause the miners were 
freelancers, not formal em¬ 
ployees. 

The mine is operated un¬ 
der o concession held by 
Hemco, which is owned by 
Colombia-based Minero 
SA. But the trapped miners 
themselves ore freelancers 
allowed to work in the area 
if they sell any gold they 
find to the firm.

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Monfils beats Dimitrov, into quarterfinals of U.S. Open

NEW YORK (AP) — Gael 
Monfils, a flashy French¬ 
man known more for his 
shof-making fhan resulfs, 
beat Grigor Dimitrov 7-5, 
7-6 (6), 7-5 on Tuesday to 
reach the quarterfinals of 
the U.S. Open for the first 
time since 2010. 

The 20th-seeded Monfils 
pounded his chest and 
extended his arms after 
the seventh-seeded Dimi¬ 
trov double-faulted on 
match point. 

Monfils made two major 
quarterfinals in a season 
for the first time in his ca¬ 
reer. He also advanced 
that far at the French 
Open. 

Dimitrov broke through to 
his first Grand Slam semi¬ 
final at Wimbledon but 
couldn’t follow that up 


with another deep run. 

In an entertaining match, 
both players made un¬ 
believable gets, includ¬ 
ing Monfils’ shot in the fi¬ 
nal game that he nearly 
curled around the net. 
Dimitrov got it back to win 
the point. But the match 
came down to break 
points: Monfils converted 
3 of 4, Dimitrov just 1 of 7. 
Monfils moves on to play 
the winner of the night 
match between second- 
seeded Roger Federer 
and No. 17-seeded Ro¬ 
berto Bautista Agut of 
Spain. 

Earlier, unseeded Peng 
Shuai of China beat 
17-year-old Belinda Ben- 
cic 6-2, 6-1 to reach her 
first semifinal in 37 Grand 
Slam appearances. 

Only five women have 
participated in more ma¬ 


jor tournaments before 
getting to a final four, 
and the relief brought the 
28-year-old Peng to the 
brink of tears. 

She said in her on-court 
interview that she at times 
thought about quitting 
the sport, but “my coach, 
my parents, they always 
tell me to try to keep go¬ 
ing and never ever, give 
up." 

The 39th-ranked Peng 
has not yet lost a set in 
the tournament.

NFL suspends Irsay 6 games, fines him $500,000

NOBLESVILLE, Indiana (AP) 

— The NFL suspended In¬ 
dianapolis Colts owner Jim 
Irsay for the first six games 
of the season and fined 
him $500,000 for violating 
its personal conduct poli¬ 
cy, coming down hard on 
Tuesday just hours after he 
pleaded guilty to a misde¬ 
meanor stemming from an 
embarrassing March traffic 
stop. 

Commissioner Roger 
Goodell said Irsay was 
barred from team facili¬ 
ties, practices and games 
and cannot represent the 
Colts and NFL meetings or 
events. The fine was the 
maximum allowed under 
league rules. 

"I have stated on numer¬ 
ous occasions that owners, 
management personnel 
and coaches must be held 


to a higher standard than 
players,” Goodell told Irsay 
in a letter released publicly 
by the NFL. "We discussed 
this during our meeting 
and you expressed your 
support for that view, vol¬ 
unteering that owners 
should be held to the high¬ 
est standard.” 

The 55-year-old Irsay 
pleaded guilty to a misde¬ 
meanor count of driving 
while intoxicated and ac¬ 
knowledged during his ap¬ 
pearance before a Hamil¬ 
ton County judge that he 
was under the influence of 
the painkillers oxycodone 
and hydrocodone when 
he was arrested on March 
16 near his home in the In¬ 
dianapolis suburb of Car¬ 
mel. 

Irsay did not comment out¬ 
side the courtroom, but he 
apologized to Colts fans in 
a prepared statement. 


“In retrospect, I now know 
that the incident opened 
my eyes to issues in my life 
that needed addressing 
and helped put me on the 
path to regain my health,” 
he said. “I truly hope and 
pray that my episode will 
help in some small mea¬ 
sure to diminish the stigma 
surrounding our country’s 
terrible and deadly prob¬ 
lem of addiction. It is a dis¬ 
ease.” 

Irsay’s case was closely 
watched around the NFL 

— not least among players 

— because there are few 
examples of the league 
punishing an owner like Ir¬ 
say. Detroit Lions president 
Tom Lewand was suspend¬ 
ed for 30 days and fined 
$100,000 in 2010 for violat¬ 
ing the NFL’s personal con¬ 
duct policy following his 
guilty plea to driving while 
impaired. A player with a

first-offense misdemeanor 
DUI would not be suspend¬ 
ed and would be fined no 
more than $50,000 under 
terms of the collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement with 
the NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion. 

Police said an officer spot¬ 


ted Irsay driving slowly, 
stopping in the roadway 
and failing to use a turn 
signal. Officers said he had 
trouble reciting the alpha¬ 
bet and failed field sobri¬ 
ety tests. Various prescrip¬ 
tion drugs were found in his 
vehicle, along wifh more 
than $29,000 in cash. 

Irsay acknowledged in 
2002 that he became de¬ 
pendent on painkillers af¬ 
ter years of orthopedic 
operations but said he had 
overcome the problem. 

He will be on probation for 
a year and is prohibited 
from drinking or possessing 
alcohol during thaf fime. 
He must submit to drug 
testing during his probation 
and successfully complete 
a substance abuse rehabil¬ 
itation program. Less than 
48 hours after his arrest, the 
Colts said Irsay entered a 
treatment facility.Q 
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Headache relief

The French words 
for headache; mal de fete, 
has always seemed to 
make the affliction sound 
much less ominous. Thank¬ 
fully most headaches are 
not serious even if very 
painful. However, head 
pain, in every country, is 
the most common human 
affliction and, even in this 
age of advances in medi¬ 
cal technology there is still 
far more that we do not 
know about headaches 
then that which we do 
know. 

In many eastern 
medical practices, espe¬ 
cially Traditional Chinese 
Medicine (TCM) head¬ 
aches have been treat¬ 
ed with a higher success 
rate then they have in the 
West. Furthermore, TCM 
has a much different ap¬ 
proach to understanding 
headaches, health, and 
the person as a whole. 

Western, allo¬ 
pathic medicine classi¬ 
fies headaches by their 
specific symptoms and 
measurable biological ef¬ 
fects. Individuals are usu¬ 
ally classified as having a 
certain type of headache 
and treatment is based 
of this classification. There 
are eleven main types of 
headache classifications 
in western medicine. The 
first four are the most com¬ 
mon and serious types of 
headaches and include 
head pain caused from 
vascular (brain arteries 
changing shape), muscle 
contraction (tightness), 
traction, and inflamma¬ 
tion. 

The other types of 
headaches include envi¬ 


ronmental or behavioral 
headaches caused by 
factors such as caffeine 
withdrawal, eyestrain, 
poor posture, and hun¬ 
ger. Trauma headaches 
are headaches that result 
from an injury often times, 
which is minor. Sensitivity 
headaches are a reaction 
to an allergy, food, chemi¬ 
cal or environmental sub¬ 
stance. Finally, sinus head¬ 
aches, dental headaches, 
and exertion headaches 
are self explanatory. 

Pharmaceuticals, 
which have dangerous 
side affects, are by far the 
most widely used treat¬ 
ment for headaches in 
western medicine, but al¬ 
lopathic Doctors do rec¬ 
ognize the role played 
with food in headaches. 
Western doctors recog¬ 
nize sugar, MSG (Monoso¬ 
dium Glutamate, a flavor 
enhancer used in many 
foods), and food allergies 
as primary prevention fac¬ 
tors in treating headaches. 
However, this is not nearly 
considered to be as impor¬ 
tant a factor as it is in Tradi¬ 
tional Chinese Medicine. 

Unfortunately, 
much more common 
treatment of headaches is 
through the use of pharma¬ 
ceuticals. These pharma¬ 
ceuticals are man made 
chemicals constructed 
with the intention of cor¬ 
recting a chemical imbal¬ 
ance. Western Medicine 
usually sees these imbal¬ 
ances as coming from the 
liver, the endocrine system, 
and occasionally the ner¬ 
vous system. This treatment 
also includes the regula¬ 
tion of hormones, mostly in 



women and is tied to the 
menstruation cycle. Many 
women find that they get 
headaches the day be¬ 
fore menstrual flow begins 
or the day that flow actu¬ 
ally begins an effect of es¬ 
trogen withdrawal. 

Traditional Chinese 
medicine sees a head¬ 
ache essentially as a dis¬ 
harmony within the person. 
Thus our treatment is to 
rebalance the disharmo¬ 
ny, which in turn will help 
not only the headache 
but make the individual 
healthier as a whole. In our 
clinic we take on an ap¬ 
proach that identifies the 
source of the head pain. 
We know that everything 
in existence is related. Slow 
moving colons produce 
purification chemicals with 
an extremely unpleasant 
smell that stimulates mu¬ 
cus production in the si¬ 
nuses, chest, and produce 
headaches.

Also, it has been 
shown repeatedly that 
acupuncture decreased 
the severity and frequen¬ 
cy of headaches in those 
who experienced severe 
headaches. Acupuncture 
treatment involves the in¬ 
sertion of extremely fine 
needles into the skin at 
precise points in the body. 
It has been shown to help 
with migraine nausea and 
pain. 

Many of the sourc¬ 
es of headache pain we 
have seen in our clinic in¬ 
clude dental problems 
and the toxic heavy met¬ 
als that leak from dental 
amalgams. Headaches 
and migraines are an of¬ 
ten reported complaint of 
people who have amal¬ 
gam fillings in their teeth. 
Dentists knowledgeable 
in biocompatible dentistry 
are very effective in im¬ 
proving the condition. 

Herbal tradition has 
used the herbs like dan¬ 
delion to treat head pain. 
Dandelion combined with 
herbs that also detoxify 
and support the liver are 
an even better combina¬ 
tion. Eating foods right for 
your metabolic type and 
including a de-stressing ex¬ 
ercise and getting enough 
sleep are good lifestyle 
choices. 

Get The PointI The 
longer the headache or 
migraine is left untreated 
the harder it is to stop. 
Most of the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal medications used for 
headaches have danger¬ 
ous side effects and can 
cause rebound, which is a 
serious worsening of your 
headache. You probably 
already know that when 
you develop a migraine 


what may help is being 
calm; staying in a dark, 
quiet room; and sleep¬ 
ing. Rather than wait for 
your next headache or 
migraine, consider treat¬ 
ment and prevention with 
acupuncture, herbal treat¬ 
ments, and a personalized 
diet that have a five thou¬ 
sand year old tract record.

Netflix is giving its Internet 
video subscribers a more

US construction 
spending up 1.8 
percent in Juiy

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 

construction spending 
staged a strong rebound 
in July, rising by the largest 
amount in more than two 
years. All major categories 
of construction showed 
gains in an encourag¬ 
ing sign that spending on 
building projects will help 
boost the economy in the 
second half of this year. 
Construction spending 
rose 1.8 percent in July, the 
biggest one-month gain 
since May 2012, the Com¬ 
merce Department report¬ 
ed Tuesday. I 

t followed a 0.9 percent 
decline in June, the larg¬ 
est setback in a year. That 
decline had been blamed 
in part on soggy weather 
which depressed construc¬ 
tion activity in many parts 
of the country. 

The July rebound pushed 
total construction to a 
seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate of $981.3 billion, 
the highest level since De¬ 
cember 2008. Spending 
on housing, non-residential 
and government projects 
all increased. 

Construction spend is now 
8.2 percent higher than it 
was a year ago as it con¬ 
tinues to advance follow¬ 
ing a deep plunge during 
the Great Recession when 
builders sharply cut back 
because of a glut of unsold 
homes. 

Housing construction was 
up 0.7 percent in July to 
an annual rate of $358.1 
billion after two months of 
declines. 

Spending on single-family 
homes rose 0.5 percent 
and is 9.4 percent higher 
than a year ago while 
apartment construction 
rose 0.2 percent and is 41 
percent higher than a year 
ago. 

Spending on non-residen- 
tial projects increased 2.1 
percent to an annual rate 
of $343.6 billion with the 
strength led by gains in ho¬ 
tel construction, electric 
power transmission and 
manufacturing. 

Spending on government 
projects rose 3 percent, the 
largest gain since October.

NEW YORK (AP) — Norwe¬ 
gian Cruise Line is sailing 
into the luxury sector by 
buying the high-end Pres¬ 
tige Cruises International. 
The deal will give Norwe¬ 
gian access to Prestige's 
eight ships on the Oceania 
and Regent Seven Seas 
cruise lines and its big- 
ticket vacation packages. 


Norwegian, which owns 13 
ships, is known for its “Free¬ 
style Cruising” that lets trav¬ 
elers choose where they 
want to eat and at what 
time. 

Buying Prestige will help 
Norwegian be more com¬ 
petitive with its larger rivals: 
Carnival Corp. owns luxury 
cruise lines Cunard and 


Princess, while Royal Carib¬ 
bean Cruises Ltd. owns Ce¬ 
lebrity Cruises. 

Norwegian, which is based 
in Miami, values the cash- 
and-stock deal at $3.03 bil¬ 
lion when debt is included. 
The company did not spec¬ 
ify how much debt it would 
be taking on. Sharehold¬ 
ers including private equity 


firm Apollo Global Man¬ 
agement LLC, Prestige’s 
majority owner, could get 
another $50 million in cash 
if certain performance tar¬ 
gets are reached. 

Apollo also owns about 
20 percent of Norwegian, 
whose shares rose 11 per¬ 
cent Tuesday.

target. The newest bid is 
worth $9.1 billion, or $80 
per share, up from $78.50 
per share in the previous 
offer. 

Family Dollar, based in 
Matthews, North Carolina, 
rejected the earlier bid in 
favor of a lower offer of 
$8.5 billion from Dollar Tree 
Inc., saying that regulators 
were less likely to stand 
in the way. Family Dollar 
said Tuesday that it has 
received Dollar General’s 
latest bid and will review it. 
Dollar General, the coun¬ 
try’s largest dollar-store 
chain, says it would now 
divest as many as 1,500 
stores, well above the 
700 that it had originally 
agreed to, in order to 
sidestep any anti-monop¬ 
oly actions that regulators 
might pursue. 

The Goodlettsville, Ten¬ 
nessee, company has 
also said it will pay a $500 
million reverse break-up 
fee to Family Dollar Stores 


Inc. if the deal hits antitrust 
roadblocks. Dollar General 
Chairman and CEO Rick 
Dreiling said that a second 
antitrust review supported 
its prior bid, but that its of¬ 
fer was revised “to demon¬ 
strate the seriousness of our 
commitment.” 


The businesses of Family 
Dollar and Dollar General 
are more similar than Dollar 
Tree’s. The first two sell items 
at a variety of prices while 
at Dollar Tree, all items are 
a buck. 

Family Dollar has been 
looking for a lifeline after 


running into some finan¬ 
cial stress, shuttering stores 
and cutting prices. In June 
one big shareholder, Carl 
Icahn, urged the company 
to put itself up for sale. 
Family Dollar acted one 
month later, accepting an 
offer from Chesapeake, 


Virginia-based Dollar Tree 
Inc. of $59.60 in cash and 
the equivalent of $14.90 
in shares of Dollar Tree for 
each share held. The com¬ 
panies valued the transac¬ 
tion at $74.50 per share at 
the time. Including debt 
and other costs. 


McDonald’s boosts oversight of Chinese suppliers 


NEW YORK (AP) — McDon¬ 
ald's said it will monitor its 
suppliers in China more 
closely after a food-safety 
scandal in the country hurt 
the hamburger chain’s 
sales and reputation. 

The company plans to in¬ 
crease audits and video 
monitoring at its suppliers 
and send more employ¬ 
ees to meat production 
facilities to ensure its food 


is prepared safely. It also 
named a new food safety 
officer and created a hot¬ 
line where employees can 
report poor food safety 
practices, McDonald’s said 
in a statement Tuesday. 

The changes come after 
a TV report in July showed 
workers at McDonald's 
supplier Shanghai Husi 
Food Co. repacking ex¬ 
pired meat. McDonald's 


stopped using the Shang¬ 
hai plant and many res¬ 
taurants were unable to 
provide some products, 
including Big Macs and 
Chicken McNuggets. 

McDonald’s, based in Oak 
Brook, Illinois, reported a 7.3 
percent drop in July sales 
at its restaurants in Asia, the 
Middle East and Africa. 
Other fast-food companies 


have been hurt by food- 
safety concerns in China. 
Husi, which is owned by 
Aurora, Illinois-based OSI 
Group, was also accused 
of selling expired meat to 
KFC in the TV report. KFC 
also stopped using meat 
from the plant. After the TV 
report, OSI conducted an 
investigation and said that 
the plant did not meet its 
standards and would cre¬ 


ate a quality control center 
in Shanghai. 

OSI did not immediately 
respond for a request for 
comment Tuesday. 

Shares of McDonald’s 
Corp. fell $1.01 to $92.71 
in late afternoon trading 
Tuesday. Its shares had 
been down about 3.4 per¬ 
cent so far this year through 
last Friday.

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Tiny Estonia seeks support from Obama

TALLINN, Estonia (AP) — 

Spooked by Russia's inter¬ 
vention in Ukraine, Estonia 
is hoping for a strong signal 
of support from President 
Barack Obama when he 
arrives Wednesday in a 
country that two decades 
ago had Russian troops on 
its soil. 

That Obama picked Esto¬ 
nia as his only stop before 
a NATO summit in Wales 
is reassuring to Estonia 
and Baltic neighbors Lat¬ 
via and Lithuania, which, 
like Ukraine, were ruled by 
Moscow until the Soviet 
Union collapsed in 1991. 

“I always knew that Amer¬ 
ica is our key and trusted 
ally,” said Juozas Kairutis, a 
69-year-old retired teacher 
in the Lithuanian capital, 
Vilnius. “Western Europe 
is too pragmatic. They do 
not understand what all 
this means and probably 
would turn away from Bal¬ 
tic states just like they did 
in 1940.” 

During World War II, the 
Soviet Union and Nazi 
Germany invaded Baltic 
countries over the years. 
The U.S. and many other 
Western countries never 
recognized the nearly 


five-decade Soviet occu¬ 
pation, during which tens 
of thousands of Estonians, 
Latvians and Lithuanians 
were deported to Siberia. 
After the Soviet Union 


crumbled, the Baltic coun¬ 
tries turned to the West 
and joined the European 
Union and NATO in 2004, ir¬ 
ritating Russia. 

To Baltic leaders, the 
Ukraine crisis has under¬ 
scored why they joined 
the alliance in the first 
place. They're now calling 
on NATO to take a more 
high-profile role in their de¬ 
fense — something they 
hope Obama's visit will re¬ 
inforce. 


“If is a very sfrong mes¬ 
sage to the region that 
the United States is taking 
the security of its eastern 
European NATO allies seri¬ 
ously,” Estonia armed forc¬ 


es commander Maj. Gen. 
Riho Terras fold The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Baltic leaders want NATO 
to establish permanent 
bases in the region, but 
some allies have been 
wary of doing anything 
that might endanger a 
1997 agreement with Mos¬ 
cow under which NATO 
pledged not to perma¬ 
nently station substantial 
numbers of soldiers in East¬ 
ern Europe.

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Study links polar vortex chills to melting sea ice

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

new study says that as the 
world gets warmer, parts 
of North America, Europe 
and Asia could see more 
frequent and stronger visits 
of cold air as the world gets 
warmer. 

Researchers say that’s be¬ 
cause of shrinking ice in the 
seas off Russia. Less iced 
would let more energy go 
from the ocean into the 
air, and that would weak¬ 
en the atmospheric forces 
that usually keep cold air 
trapped in the Arctic. 

But at times it escapes and 
wanders south, bringing 
with it a bit of Arctic super 
chill. 

That can happen for sev¬ 
eral reasons, and the new 
study suggests that one of 
them occurs when ice in 
northern seas shrinks, leav¬ 
ing more water uncovered. 
Normally, sea ice keeps 
heat energy from escaping 
the ocean and entering the 
atmosphere. When there's 
less ice, more energy gets 
into the atmosphere and 
weakens the jet stream, 
the high-altitude river of air 
that usually keeps Arctic 
air from wandering south, 
said study co-author Jin-Ho 
Yoon of the Pacific North¬ 


west National Laboratory 
in Richland, Washington. 
So the cold air escapes in¬ 
stead. 

That happened relatively 
infrequently in the 1990s, 
but since 2000 it has hap¬ 
pened nearly every year, 
according to a study pub¬ 
lished Tuesday in the jour¬ 


nal Nature Communica¬ 
tions. A team of scientists 
from South Korea and Unit¬ 
ed States found that many 
such cold outbreaks hap¬ 
pened a few months after 
unusually low sea ice lev¬ 
els in the Barents and Kara 
seas, off Russia. 

The study observed his¬ 


torical data and then con¬ 
ducted computer simula¬ 
tions. 

Both approaches showed 
the some strong link be¬ 
tween shrinking sea ice and 
cold outbreaks, according 
to lead author Baek-Min 
Kim, a research scientist at 
the Korea Polar Research 
Institute. A large portion 
of sea ice melting is driv¬ 
en by man-made climate 
change from the burning 
of fossil fuels, Kim wrote in 
an email. 

Sea ice in the Arctic usually 
hits its low mark in Septem¬ 
ber and that’s the crucial 
time point in terms of this 
study, said Mark Serreze, 
director of the National 
Snow and Ice Data Center 
in Boulder, Colorado. Lev¬ 
els reached a record low in 
2012 and are slightly up this 
year, but only temporarily, 
with minimum ice extent 
still about 40 percent below 
1970s levels, he said. 

Yoon said that although 
his study focused on shrink¬ 
ing sea ice, something else 
was evidently responsible 
for last year’s chilly visit from 
the polar vortex. 

In the past several years, 
many studies have looked 
at the accelerated warm¬ 
ing in the Arctic and 
whether it is connected to 


extreme weather farther 
south, from heatwaves to 
Superstorm Sandy. This Arc- 
tic-extremes connection 
is “cutting edge" science 
that is hotly debated by 
mainstream climate scien¬ 
tists, Serreze said. Scientists 
are meeting this week in 
Seattle to look at the issue 
even more closely. 

Kevin Trenberth, climate 
analysis chief at the Nation¬ 
al Center for Atmospheric 
Research in Boulder, is skep¬ 
tical about such connec¬ 
tions and said he daesn’t 
agree with Yoon’s study. His 
research points more to the 
Pacific than the Arctic far 
changes in the jet stream 
and polar vortex behavior, 
and he said Yoon’s study 
puts too much stock in an 
unusual 2012. 

But the study was praised 
by several other scientists 
who said it daes mare than 
show that sea ice melt af¬ 
fects wcridwide weather, 
but demonstrates haw it 
happens, with a specific 
mechanism. 

Katharine Hayhoe, a Texas 
Tech climate scientist in 
Lubbock, said the study 
“provides important insight 
into the cascading nature 
of the effects human ac¬ 
tivities are having an the 
planet.”

RENO, Nevada (AP) — For 

10,000 years, a tiny irides¬ 
cent blue fish has lived in 
the depths of a cavern in 
the desert of Nevada. But 
a new study says climate 
change and warming wa¬ 
ters — and its lack of mo¬ 
bility — are threatening its 
existence and decreasing 


its numbers. 

Scientists studying climate 
change anticipate that as 
Earth continues to warm, 
fish and wildlife will migrate 
away from the equator or 
seek higher ground for a 
cooler habitat. 

“The catch phrase is ‘Mi¬ 
grate, Adapt or Die,”’ said 
Mark Hausner, a hydrolo¬ 
gist at the Desert Research 


Institute in Las Vegas. 

But what about creatures 
like the endangered pup- 
fish that exist in only one 
place and simply cannot 
pack up their bags and 
move? 

Hausner examines that 
dilemma and its ramifica¬ 
tions as the lead author of 
a new study — “Life in a 
Fishbowl: Prospects for the 
endangered Devils Hole 
pupfish in a changing cli¬ 
mate.” 

The inch-long fish lives in 
a 426-foot (130-meter)- 
deep, water-filled cavern 
in the Mojave Desert on 
the edge of Death Valley 
National Park. In the 1970s, 
there were more than 500 
pupfish, but today, there 
are only 92, according to 
the National Park Service. 
The slowly rising tempera¬ 


ture of the geothermal wa¬ 
ter— as high as 97 degrees 
Fahrenheit (36 Celsius) at 
times — is near the limit of 


what the pupfish can with¬ 
stand on the shallow shelf 
where it breeds just below 
the surface.

there a language Vigga 
Mortensen doesn’t speak? 
The multilingual Danish- 
American actor has per- 
tormed in everything trom 
English to Elvish. Now he 
tackles French — as well 
the power of silence — in 
Venice Film Festival entry 
“Far From Men,” a stark 
story about two men, a 
schoolteacher and a mur¬ 
derer, caught up in Al¬ 
geria’s war for indepen¬ 
dence.

ences they must unite to 
survive.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Apple 
said Tuesday that hack¬ 
ers obtained nude photos 
of Jennifer Lawrence and 
other female celebrities 
by pilfering images from 
individual accaunts rather 
than thraugh a broader 
attack on the company’s 
services. 

Meanwhile, numerous 
sharing sites removed im¬ 
ages of the stars apparent¬ 
ly in response to copyright 
complaints. 

However, experts say there 
is no way to fully scrub 
the photos from the Inter¬ 
net and the images could 
keep popping up in the fu¬ 
ture, forcing celebrifies to 
file repeated complaints 
as they play a cyber-ver¬ 
sion of fhe arcade game 
“whack-a-mole.” 

Apple said its engineers 
have determined that 
hackers breached individ¬ 
ual accounts and didn’t 
obtain general access to 
a pair of the company’s 
services — iCIoud and Find 
my iPhone. The tech giant 
said it released the results 


after canducting 40 hcurs 
of investigation. Law en¬ 
forcement inquiries likely 
will take days or weeks to 
complete. The FBI offered 
no details on its efforts to 
identify people respon¬ 
sible for stealing the im¬ 
ages that were posted on 
image-sharing site Imgur. 
com, the social network¬ 
ing sites Reddit and Twit¬ 
ter, and ather websites. But 
the agency said Manday it 
was aware of the breach 
and addressing the matter. 
Similar investigatians have 
invalved the use of search 


warrants and digital fa- 
rensics to determine how 
hackers cbtained every¬ 
thing from Paris Hilton’s 
contact list to nude photos 
of actresses Scarlett Jo¬ 
hansson and Mila Kunis. 
Lawrence, an Oscar win¬ 
ner for her role in “Silver Lin¬ 
ings Playbook,” contacted 
authorities after the imag¬ 
es of her began appearing 
Sunday. 

By Tuesday, a Reddit 
thread that had been 
compiling links to images 
of nude photos of Law¬ 
rence and other celebrities 


had been disabled due 
ta a copyright claim, the 
website said. 

Users reported difficulty 
finding working links to the 
images on other sites. 
Representatives of Twitter, 
Reddit and Imgur did not 
respond to messages seek¬ 
ing comment. 

Apple Inc. said it was co¬ 
operating with the FBI and 
urged users to adopt stron¬ 
ger passwords and enable 
a two-step authentication 
feature to prevent data 
thefts. Naked images pur¬ 
ported to be of other stars 
also were posted, although 
the authenticity of many 
cauldn’t be confirmed. 
Mark Rasch, a former 
federal prosecufor who 
specialized in compufer 
crimes, said investigatars 
will facus an wha’s respon¬ 
sible for the theft of the 
photos, the tools they used, 
and the idiosyncrasies of 
how they program. “There 
is a digital trail,” Rasch said. 
“What you hope for (is) the 
people aren’t very good 
at what they do, that they 
screw up, that they (upset) 
other hackers. Or that they

leave a trail.” 

Rasch said autharities will 
sometimes catch an ear¬ 
ly break or get a tip that 
leads them to suspects. The 
investigations are difficult, 
he said, but “It’s equally 
difficult to get away with it 
scot free.”

On Sept. 8, 2011, Hillary Clinton, 
then secretary of state, wrote 
to the secretary of the Army re¬ 
questing that an exception to 
policy be granted to allow Rich¬ 
ard C. Holbrooke to be buried 
at Arlington Notional Cemetery. 
Holbrooke hod collapsed in her 
office nine months earlier. He 
died soon after while serving in 
the most thankless of his many 
assignments, os President Barack 
Cbomo’s special representative 
for Afghanistan and Pakistan. 
“Few diplomats throughout his¬ 
tory hove mode os deep and 
sustained on impact upon the 
course of war and peace than 
Richard did, and few civilian 
leaders have consistently pro¬ 
vided more support to the U.S. 
military,” Clinton wrote in her 
appeal. “Indeed, his nearly fifty- 
year career in public service was 
inextricably intertwined with our 
military, and, more than once, 
Richard found himself on the 
front lines, the living embodiment 
of ‘one mission, one team.’” Ar¬ 
lington Cemetery is reserved for 
active or retired members of the 
armed forces and their families, 
but several exceptions hove 
been mode over the course of 
its history in coses of what ore 
deemed to be exceptional civil¬ 
ian service benefiting the military 
- and sometimes for other rea¬ 
sons. 

Clinton, in o two-poge letter 
made available to me, went on 
to describe Holbrooke’s long dip¬ 
lomatic career - os o young for¬ 
eign service officer in Vietnam; 
at the Paris peace talks that led 
to the end of that conflict; os am¬ 
bassador to Germany at o time 
of post-Cold War military trans¬ 
formation; os the diplomat who 
“brokered the historic Dayton 
Accords that brought the bloody 
war in the Balkans to o close”; 
and finally in “the most complex 
and vexing foreign and military 
policy challenge of our day” in 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

That lost assignment was particu¬ 
larly “vexing” because Cbama 
and Holbrooke never got along. 
The “no drama” president hod lit¬ 
tle patience for high-droma Hol¬ 
brooke. There was no significant 
place in the president’s young, 
tight-knit foreign policy team for 
this man of vast experience and 
sweeping insights. Holbrooke 
hod backed Clinton during the 
2008 Democratic Party primaries; 
his loyalty was questioned. In on 
extraordinary put-down, Obomo 
took several staffers with him 
to Afghanistan in March, 2010, 


but not Holbrooke, his supposed 
point man. 

In hindsight, this clash offered 
indications of how Obama’s 
hesitant foreign policy, forged in 
that narrow White House circle, 
would evolve. The president has 
just declared that “We don’t 
hove o strategy yet.” He was 
talking about possible military 
action against the Islamic State 
(o comment later narrowed by 
his spokesman to apply to mili¬ 
tary strikes against the Islamic 
State in Syria). The comment, 
however construed, should not 
hove been uttered. It conveys 
indecision even if intended to 
convey methodical caution. It 
suggests weakness. 

The remark was of o piece with 
others about hitting singles and 
doubles but rarely more os Amer¬ 
ican president, and running o no- 
stupid-stuff foreign policy, and 
various riffs on the limits of Ameri¬ 
can power in a tough world. 
There is merit to prudence after 
o season of American rashness. 
But the appearance of feck¬ 
less incoherence from the White 
House is very dangerous - os the 
eruptions in the Middle East and 
Ukraine hove underscored. 
Holbrooke was o passionate be¬ 
liever in American power and 
its capacity for good. He ac¬ 
knowledged American failings 
but would never talk down the 
transformative power of a na¬ 
tion that is also on idea. Realism, 
even fierce realism, could never 
efface idealism about America’s 
ability to spread freedom. It is a 
pity Obomo shunned him. More 
experienced, bottle-hardened 
voices might hove helped the 
president. 

On Oct. 26, 2011, John McHugh, 
the secretary of the Army, wrote 
to Holbrooke’s widow, Koti Mor¬ 
ton, who hod petitioned for on 
exception, to soy that he hod re¬ 
viewed oil the information avail¬ 
able to him, “including letters of 
support from some of our Na¬ 
tion’s most senior officials,” and 
concluded that “Ambassador 
Holbrooke, unfortunately, is not 
eligible to be laid to rest at Ar¬ 
lington.” McHugh wrote that Hol¬ 
brooke’s “notional and interna¬ 
tional service was exceptional,” 
but noted that “interment and 
inurnment at Arlington is deeply 
rooted in military service.” Hol¬ 
brooke never served in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Adm. Michael Mullen, a former 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, told me he was o strong 
supporter of the idea that Arling¬ 
ton be Holbrooke’s resting place. 
“I felt very strongly about it be¬ 
cause Richard spent so much 
time with the military through so 
many conflicts,” he said. “He was 
deserving.” But Mullen, who also 
wrote on Holbrooke’s behalf, be¬ 
lieved that only o White House 
intervention could change 
McHugh’s decision - and knew 
that would not be forthcoming. 
The White House did not respond 
to emails seeking comment. 

My own view of Holbrooke was 
etched by watching him bring 
the war in Bosnia to on end - o 
remarkable achievement involv¬ 
ing the full panoply of American 
power, diplomatic and military. 
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Many white Americans soy they 
ore fed up with the coverage of 
the shooting of Michael Brown 
in Ferguson, Missouri. A plurality 
of whites in o recent Pew survey 
said that the issue of race is get¬ 
ting more attention than it de¬ 
serves. 

Bill O’Reilly of Fox News reflected 
that weariness, saying: “All you 
hear is grievance, grievance, 
grievance, money, money, mon¬ 
ey.” 

Indeed, o 2011 study by scholars 
at Harvard and Tufts found that 
whites, on overage, believed 
that anti-white racism was o big¬ 
ger problem than anti-block rac¬ 
ism. 

Yes, you read that right! 

So let me push bock at what I 
see os smug white delusion. Here 
ore o few reasons race relations 
deserve more attention, not less: 

- The net worth of the overage 
block household in the United 
States is $6,314, compared with 
$110,500 for the overage white 
household, according to 2011 
census data. The gap has wors¬ 
ened in the lost decade, and the 
United States now has o greater 
wealth gap by race than South 
Africa did during apartheid. 
(Whites in America on overage 
own almost 18 times os much os 
blacks; in South Africa in 1970, 
the ratio was about 15 times.) 

- The block-white income gap is 


roughly 40 percent greater today 
than it was in 1967. 

- A block boy born today in the 
United States has o life expectan¬ 
cy five years shorter than that of 
a white boy. 

- Block students ore significantly 
less likely to attend schools offer¬ 
ing advanced moth and science 
courses than white students. They 
ore three times os likely to be sus¬ 
pended and expelled, setting 
them up for educational failure. 

- Because of the catastrophic ex¬ 
periment in moss incarceration, 
block men in their 20s without o 
high school diploma ore more 
likely to be incarcerated today 
than employed, according to o 
study from the Notional Bureau 
of Economic Research. Nearly 70 
percent of middle-aged block 
men who never graduated from 
high school hove been impris¬ 
oned. 

All these constitute not o block 
problem or o white problem, but 
on American problem. When so 
much talent is underemployed 
and overincorceroted, the entire 
country suffers. 

Some straight people hove grad¬ 
ually changed their attitudes 
toward gays after realizing that 
their friends - or children - were 
gay. Researchers hove found 
that mole judges ore more sym¬ 
pathetic to women’s rights when 
they hove daughters. Yet be¬ 
cause of the de facto segrega¬ 
tion of America, whites ore un¬ 
likely to hove many block friends: 
A study from the Public Religion 
Research Institute suggests that in 
o network of 100 friends, o white 
person, on overage, has one 
block friend. 

That’s unfortunate, because 
friends open our eyes. I was 
shaken after a well-known block 
woman told me about looking 
out her front window and seeing 
that police officers hod her teen¬ 
age son down on the ground af¬ 
ter he hod stepped out of their 
upscale house because they 
thought he was o prowler. 

“Thank God he didn’t run,” she 
said. 

One block friend tells me that he 


freaked out when his white fian¬ 
cee purchased on item in o store 
and promptly threw the receipt 
away. “What ore you doing?” 
he protested to her. He is o highly 
successful and well-educated 
professional but would never 
dream of tossing o receipt for 
fear of being accused of shoplift¬ 
ing. 

Some readers will protest that 
the stereotype is rooted in reality: 
Young block men are dispropor¬ 
tionately likely to be criminals. 
That’s true - and complicated. 
“There’s nothing more painful 
to me,” the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
once said, “than to walk down 
the street and hear footsteps 
and start thinking about robbery 
- then look around and see some¬ 
body white and feel relieved.” 

All this should be port of the na¬ 
tional conversation on race, os 
well, and prompt o drive to help 
young block men end up in jobs 
and stable families rather than in 
crime or jail. 

We hove policies with o robust 
record of creating opportunity: 
home visitation programs like 
Nurse-Family Partnership; early 
education initiatives like Educo- 
re and Head Start; programs for 
troubled adolescents like Youth 
Villages; onti-gong and anti- 
crime initiatives like Becoming 
o Mon; efforts to prevent teen 
pregnancies like the Carrera 
curriculum; job training like Ca¬ 
reer Academies; and job incen¬ 
tives like the eorned-income tax 
credit. 

The best escalator to opportunity 
may be education, but that es¬ 
calator is broken for block boys 
growing up in neighborhoods 
with broken schools. We foil those 
boys before they foil us. 

So o starting point is for those 
of us in white America to wipe 
away any self-satisfaction about 
racial progress. Yes, the progress 
is real, but so ore the challenges. 
The gaps demand o wrenching, 
soul-searching excavation of our 
notional soul, and the first step is 
to acknowledge that the central 
race challenge in America today 
is not the suffering of whites.□ 
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Roasted Green Chili Evokes Santd 


A breakfast quesadilla with fresh roasted green chiles which are available mail order, in New York. If there is one ingredient necessary for traditional New Mexican 
cooking, it is the long, spicy, local green chile.

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During late August and ear¬ 
ly September in New Mex¬ 
ico, the air is filled with the 
pungent aroma of roast¬ 
ing green chilies. Just the 
thought of it makes me nos¬ 
talgic for the years when I 
lived in Santa Fe. 

For if there is one ingredi¬ 
ent necessary for tradition¬ 
al New Mexican cooking, 
it is the long, spicy, local 
green chili. Well, and also 
its ruddy twin, the dried red 
chili. It’s exactly the same 
chili, allowed to ripen com¬ 
pletely and turn bright red. 
Red chilies are braided into 
the garlands called ristras, 
which are hung up to dry 
for later use. 

But back to the green. 
Most people there buy their 
green chilies in quantity, 
by the bag or the bushel, 
and then stand in line wait¬ 
ing their turn to have them 
roasted by seasonal profes¬ 
sionals who set up in park¬ 
ing lots or roadside stands. 
The freshly picked chilies 
are tossed into a roaster 
- essentially a perforated 


metal drum rigged to spin 
over a powerful flame just 
long enough to blister the 
skins. The heat cooks the 
chilies a bit in the process. 
Once you get your roasted 
chilies home, the modern 
tradition is to make up small 
packages in zippered plas¬ 
tic bags and store them in 
the freezer, taking out a 
couple of bags to thaw as 
necessary. Some people 
peel and seed them be¬ 
fore freezing; others opt 
to perform that chore af¬ 
terward. It can seem less 
daunting doing one bag 
at a time. With a good sup¬ 
ply on hand you’ll be able 
to make green chili sauce, 
green chili stew, green chili 
enchiladas, even green 
chili cheeseburgers, when¬ 
ever you wish. 

Just roast the chilies under 
the broiler or over hot coals 
for a small batch. When 
cool, scrape away skins 
and seeds with a paring 
knife. 

Try this recipe for a basic 
green chili sauce. It will 
add a New Mexican kick to 
nearly anything, but it is es¬ 


pecially nice spooned lib¬ 
erally over a hearty break¬ 
fast quesadilla. 

GREEN CHILI 
QUESADILLA 

Time: 1 hour 
Yield: 4 servings 

CHILI SAUCE: 

2 tablespoons butter, lard 
or vegetable oil 

1 small onion, finely diced 
Kosher salt 

4 garlic cloves, minced 

2 tablespoons all-purpose 
flour 

2 cups chicken broth or 
water 

2 cups chopped Hatch 
or Anaheim green chilies 
(roasted, peeled and seed¬ 
ed), from about 2 pounds 
chilies 

1/2 teaspoon cumin seeds, 
toasted and coarsely 
ground 

1/2 teaspoon oregano 

QUESADILLAS: 

4 large flour tortillas, plain or 
whole wheat 

8 ounces grated cheese, 
such as Oaxaca string 
cheese or Monterey Jack 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 medium-size cooked 
peeled potatoes, cut in 


small cubes, about 1 1/2 
cups (optional) 

6 to 8 eggs, lightly beaten 
Salt and pepper 
4 ounces queso fresco or 
cotija cheese, crumbled 
Handful of cilantro sprigs 
1 firm-ripe avocado, sliced 
Radishes, optional, for gar¬ 
nish 

1. Make the green chili 
sauce: Put butter in a 
heavy-bottomed sauce¬ 
pan over medium heat. 
Add onion, season lightly 
with salt and cook, stir¬ 
ring, until softened but not 
browned, about 5 minutes. 
Add garlic and cook for 1 
minute more. Sprinkle in 
flour and stir to coat. 

2. Add broth a little at a 
time, whisking constantly 
until thickened, about 2 
minutes. Add chopped 
chili, cumin, oregano and 
about 1/2 teaspoon salt. 
Lower heat and simmer, 
stirring occasionally, for 15 
to 20 minutes. You should 
have about 3 cups medi¬ 
um-thick sauce. (May be 
prepared in advance and 
refrigerated for up to 5 
days.) Keep sauce warm. 


3. Make the quesadillas: 
Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Set a large cast-iron skillet 
over medium-high heat. 
Warm tortillas on both 
sides, one at a time, with¬ 
out allowing them to crisp 
or brown much. Place torti¬ 
llas on a baking sheet (you 
may need 2) and sprinkle 
each with 2 ounces of the 
grated cheese. Put in oven 
to melt cheese. 

4. Melt butter in a small 
skillet over medium heat. 
Add potatoes if using, heat 
them through and let lightly 
brown. Season eggs with 
salt and pepper, pour over 
potatoes and quickly stir 
mixture until eggs are soft- 
scrambled. Remove torti¬ 
llas from oven and place 
1 /4 of the cooked egg mix¬ 
ture at the center of each. 
Fold tortillas in half and 
transfer to 4 warm plates. 
Spoon 1 /4 cup warm green 
chili sauce over each que¬ 
sadilla. Sprinkle with queso 
fresco and top with cilantro 
sprigs and avocado slic¬ 
es. Garnish with whole or 
halved radishes if desired. 
Serve immediately.^
